Remember 
the  invariable  rule  that  Protection 
means  Prosperity  while  F roe- Trade 
means  Adversity.

Cheap  labor  is  a  national  curse 
Nay,  more,  it  is  barbarism  itself.  Ill 
paid  labor  means  a  degraded  standard 
of  life.  Therefore,  well-paid  labor 
and  its  attendant  consequences  are  to 
be  desired  and  are  not  to  be  feared. 

American  wage  earners  have  inva 
riably  been  better  paid  under  Protec¬ 
tion  than  under  Free  Trade.  Even 
labor  which  cannot  possibly  be 
brought  into  competition  with  similar  | 
labor  abroad,sucb  as  hopse  carpenters, 
masons,  hod  carriers,  bricklayers,  rail-  j 
road  employes,  and  bouse  servants,  1 
have  secured  equal  benefit  with  wage 
earners  in  the  factory  or  upon  the 
farm.  Protection  covers  all  domestic 
labor  against  cheaper  foreign  labor. 

The  Springfield,  Mass.,  Republican 
has  been  gathering  statistics  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  wages  now  and  before  tbe 
civil  war.  The  results  show  an  ad¬ 
vance  in  all  branches  of  labor,  aver 
aging  from  40  to  05  per  cent.
